The fleet g re y h o u n d s , among the fastest four-legged animals on earth, race at 
speeds in excess til 50 miles per hour in eight .separate races. 
As in Florida, the dogs 
are first enclosed in cages at the start of the track. 
A mechanical rabbit, attached in 
this instance, to a motorcycle, flashes by and the dogs are released simultaneously to 
pursue the gadget. 
At the end of the course, as the rabbit disappears from view, the 
dogs, in the order of their finish, are caught in a “ catch curtain” and returned to then 
trailer kennels.
